Gardeners, man your tools: 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

Most gardening is still at a 
standstill in Southwestern 
Illinois, awaiting some nice 
linois spring weather. All 
fruit plants are ready to 
show growth signs with the 
first few warm days. 

Vegetable gardening will 
have to wait for drier soils. 
But everything will start 
some time in April and here 
are a few items to watch for 
or do: 

Sow early garden in early 
April. It’s time to plant or 
sow all of the early 
vegetables such as lettuce, 
peas, onions, etc. However, 
it’s better to wait for good 
soil condition than to mud 
the seeds in. When a soil ball 
crumbles in the hand, it’s 
okay to plant. If it remains a 
mud ball, wait a few days 
more. 

Plant fruits as soon as soil 
is ready. Early Arpil is the 
ideal time for planting most 
fruits in this area. Both bar- 
root and potted plants should 
have time to develop a good 
root system before hot, dry 
weather comes. Buy your 
stock and plant as soon as 
soil conditions permit. 

Start curcubit plants in- 
doors. Special varieties of 
cucumbers and melons 
(especially seedless water- 
melons) can now be started 
indoors. It takes three to six 
weeks to develop a good 
transplant in this family. 
This means they'll be ready 
in early May. Start in peat 
pots or pellets so that the 
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root system can be planted 
without disturbing the soil 
ball. Plant when the first 
true leaves are forming and 
when the soil is warm. 

Tie grapes to a tight wire. 
Grapes are generally pruned 
to the long cane system and 
then tied to a wire trellis or 
fence. The more rigid the 
fence or tighter the wire, the 
better the cane and its fruit 
will be supported during the 
growing season. This will 
then provide the support, 
aeration, and training aid for 
which it was intended. Use 
soft string or tomato twine 
for easy tying and easy 
removal at next year’s 
pruning. 

Watch for the proper time 
to uncover strawberries. 
Strawberries are usually left 
covered with mulch as long 
as possible to delay bloom 
and prevent frost damage. 
When following this prac- 
tice, check the condition of 
the plants under the mulch 
every three or four days. 
When the new leaves show 
white or yellow coloration, 
it’s time to uncover them. 
But do it on a warm day so 
that a frosty night won’t hurt 
the tender plants. 

Spray to stay ahead of 
pests. Prevention is worth 
more than an ounce of cure 
in pest control. All of the 
major fruit pests, including 
dieases, can be controlled by 
following the home-owners 
pest control schedule. 
Failure to get ahead of pests 
can mean severe loss of ap- 
ples from apple scab, 
peaches from brown rot and 
worms, strawberries from 
rots and insects, raspberries 
from diseases, etc. 

Don’t apply insecticide 
sprays during bloom. Most 
of the fruit crops will bloom 
during the month, and 
pesticide sprays should be 
applied before or after

maturity times. Thus, the 
favorite variety of radish 
can be planted several 
times, and several varieties 
of sweet corn can be planted 
on the same day. 

Fertilize where needed. 
Fertilizers should have been 
applied in March, but can 
still be applied in early 
April.| Check the gardening 
books or circulars for 
materials and rates. 4 

Plant rhubarb and 
asparagus. These crops 
should be planted as soon as 
possible. Select a well- 
drained site. Incorporate 
compost or rotted manure in 
the soil before planting. Set 
rhubarb with crowns 2 in- 
ches below the soil surface; 
asparagus crowns should be 
set 6|to 8 inches below the 
surface, and covered 2 in- 
ches deep. The hole or trebch 
will then be filled ‘gradually 
during the spring. 

Finish pruning fruit plan- 
ts. Trees and vines canbe 
pruned up to blossom time'if 
necessary. However, it’s 
easier to do a good job. if 
done before flower buds 
show, Pruning should be 
done with a purpose in mind, 
so be sure to have a goal in 
mind.

reactors supplying 12.5 
percent of our electricity in 
1978, 200 commercial power 
reactors in the rest of the 
world, and more than 200 
reactors powering British, 
French, Soviet, and Ameican 
naval vessels nuclear 
power is now a great suc- 
cess 

But nuclear power is 
embroiled in a bitter debate 
that pit those who believe 
nuclear power is ‘too 
dangerous against those who 
insist it can be safely con- 
trolled 

I have referred to nuclear 
power as a ‘Faustian 
bargain.” Like the legen- 
dary Faust, who bargained 
for magical powers, we must 
pay a price for our power. 

Nuclear power, produced 
by the so-called breeder 
reactor that creates more 
fuel than it uses, confers on 
mankind an inexhaustible 
energy source 

In return, however, 
mankind must exert con- 
tinuing vigilance and at 
tention to detail in handling 
the nuclear system so as to 
avoid harm. 

Each 1,000 megawatt 
nuclear power plant can 
replace an oil-fired plant 
that burns 8 million barrels 
of oil per year or a coal-fired 
plant that burns 2.5 million 
tons of coal per year 

Were we to replace the 300 
nuclear plants originally 
planned for operation by 2000 
A.D. with coal-powered 
plants, we might have to dig 
an additional 750 million tons 
of coal annually; if with oil, 
we would have to import an

SECURE SITES 

But there are potential 
problems that center on the 
dangers of intense 
radioactivity generated in a 
nuclear power plant, and on 
the possibility _ that 
plutonium produced in a 
reactor can be used to make 
nuclear bombs the 
proliferation issue. 

jethe possibility of terrorist 
Attack on a nuclear plant or 
of clandestirie diversion of 
nuclear material must be 
guarded against. This means 
that nuclear facilities will 
always require heavy 
security 

Such security can best be 
provided by clustering our 
nuclear plants in perhaps 100 
heavily guarded, expertly 
manned centers throughout 
the nation rather than 
dispersing them as we have 
for fossil fuel power stations. 

Most of the existing 
nuclear sites could grow into 
such centers. They would be 
large, permanent, and 
largely self-contained. 

The security demanded at 
such sites is a small price to 
pay for an enormous, new 
energy source. 

Moreover, if the sites are 
permanently dedicated to 
nuclear activities, both the 
low-level radioactive waste: 
and the reactors themselv 
after 40 years of operation 
the predicted period for 
which they would be ser- 
viceable could be kept 
where they are until most of 
their radioactivity has 
decayed. 

The hazards associated 
with our current practice of

reactor is like a large dam; a 
dam, when properly 
operating, is a benign source 
of energy. Should the dam 
fail, land is flooded and 
people are drowned. 

Until the Three Mile Island 
incident, we in the nuclear 
community were confident 
that the probability of such 
an accident was very small. 

After all, the world’s 
pressurized water reactors 
had operated for 500 reactor 
years without an accident 
that harmed the public..To 
this, one must add more than 
1,000 reactor years of 
operation by the nuclear 
navy 

Three Mile Island has 
shaken this belief. Although 
no one was hurt, if the 
probability of such accidents 
is no lower than 1. in 500 
reactor years, the public will 
probably not accept nuclear 
energy 

The future, indeed the 
survival, of nuclear power 
requires us to do better. 

As the Kemeny Com- 
mission that investigated 

‘hree Mile Island put it, 

he legacy of TMI is the 
need fo change.” 

AN ACCEPTABLE 
NUCLEAR FUTURE 

Can we design an ac- 
ceptable‘huclear future, one 
in which the accident 
probability is much lower 
than this? 

Of course, we must, and 
will, correct the technical 
deficiencies revealed by the 
accident. 

But equally important, and 
as suggested by Kemeny, we 
must have more expert 
operation and isolated sites. 
We should confine all 
reactors to relatively few 
permanent sites, which 
would be operated by an elite 
corps of professionals, each 
as highly. selected and 
trained as pilots of 
sophisticated jet aricraft 

Beyond this, the public will 
have ‘to place the radiation 
hazard in better perspective 
We must realize that we are 
bathed in a perpetual sea of 
radiation to which life has 
adapted. 

Unless the public (and the 
media) accepts exposure to 
radiation — even the emote 
possibility of 
dangerous levels —

in 


same spirit that it accepts 
exposure to other industrial 
pollutants, there is little 
chance of our enjoying the 
benefits; of plentiful nuclear 
energy pver the long run. + 

Can |we redeem the 
Faustian bargain, even as 
did Goethe's Faust, whose 
soul was finally saved? 

It was human fallibility 
that got us into trouble at 
Three Mile Island, but it was 
human, ingenuity that 
limited the damage. 

An acceptable nuclear 
futue is therefore possible. 
‘Three Mile Island may have - 
given us the incentive to re- 
examine the ‘terms of the 
bargain, and to make the 
changes necessary for an 
acceptable nuclear future!

Township annual report challenged 


The method in which 
Nameoki Township 
publishes its annual finan- 
cial report is being 
questioned by Mrs. Helen 
Hawkins, Democratic 
precinct committeeman in 
Nameoki Precinct Five. 

She has asked the Madison 
County state’s attorney’s 
office to review the town- 
ship's annual reports for the 
past 10 years and to take 
appropriate action against 
township officials, if they are 
found in violation of the state 
statutes. 


In her letter to the state’: 
attorney's office, M 
Hawkins enclosed a 
photocopy of a page of 
Revised Illinois State 
Statufes which requires that 
the township annual report 
list “all moneys paid out, 


x 
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giving the name of each 
individual to whom paid, on 
what account paid and the 
amount.” 

She cited the Chouteau 
Township annual report as 
an example of how the law 
should be followed. A review 
of the two annual reports 
shows that Chouteau 
Township lists the names of 
each person who received 
checks and the amount paid 
to each, while the Nameoki 
Township report lists only 
categories such as ‘“‘ad- 
ministrative, salaries,” and 
the totals in each category. 

Nameoki Township 
Supervisor Harold Davis 
said he only used the past 
practice in preparing the 
annual report. 

“If we spell out every 
check to ‘anybody who 
bought a piece of material, 


the list would be endless. It is 
a matter of economics, it 
would just cost too much to 
prepare and publish the 
entire list. 

“When you get in office, 
you try to do what worked in 
the past. T think publishing 
an annual report when it is 
posted in the township hall is 
a terrible waste of money, 
but it is the state law,” Davis 
said. 

“If we find out we have to 
do it the other way, I guess 
that is what we will do,” he 
added. ” 

Commenting on “Mrs. 
Hawkins’ criticism of the 
way the report was 
published, Davis stated, “As 
far as 1 am concerned, it is 
just politics on her part 
During Monday night's 
meeting, she asked for somé 
things including a copy of the 
annual report, Doug (Town 
Clerk Douglas Teetor) and I 
and Irv (Township Attorney. 
Irvin C. Slate Jr.) said it was 
available in the paper, and 
all the documents were 
available at township office 
for examination. 


“In the past, we have 


given her documents from 
the township with our names 
on them and she has only 
used them for political 
purposes against us. I may 
just ask\ the state’s attorney 
to look into this, which is.a 
false us¢ of information with 
people’sjnames on it,”’ Davis 
concluded Ag 

In her letter to the state’s 
attorney office, Mrs 
Hawking says other town- 
ships follow the law and she 
alleges, “There is no excuse 
for ignorance of the law on 
this subject.” 

Violation of the law ‘on 
proper, ‘publication of the 
annual feport could result in 
a fine, of $25 to $500, by state 
statutes, and any county 
collector or treasurer found 
guilty of “failing, neglecting 
or refusing to discharge any 
duty imposed upon him by 
this act (regulating legal 
publication of the annual 
report) shall be deemed 
guilty of -a Class | A? 
Ynisdemeanor,”’ which could 
carry a penalty of up/to one. 
year of imprisonment and a 
fine, not to exceed’, $1,000, 
according to statute.

Gifts to Minors: Outright or Custodial: 


The desire of parents (or more 
likely, grandparents) to give their 
children early training in the in- 
vestment of their own assets is 
one reason for gifts to minors. 
Other reasons are the desire of a 
parent or grandparent to reduce 
his taxable estate and the hope of 
obtaining favorable capital gain 
and income. tax treatment. Why 
then should there be concern 
about making an outright gift to a 
minor? 


For one thing, securities held ina 
minor’s name cannot readily be 
transferred. If they must be sold, 
appointment of a guardian may 
be necessary. This is often an ex- 
pensive process requiring a surety 
bond, court costs and legal fees. 
Also, the investments which a 
guardian is permitted to make by 
statute are likely to be much more 
restrictive than desired. 


To avoid some of these problems, 
a Uniform Gifts to Minors Act 
has been adopted in almost all 
jurisdictions, including Illinois. 
The usual provisions permit a 
custodian to manage securities 
owned by a minor until he is 21. 


However, there are distinct 
limitations to the use of the 
custodial approach. Most states, 
including Illinois, permit only the 
gift of securities, money, life in- 
surance, or annuities, so the at- 


tempted gift of other property, 
such as a valuable farm, would 
not be possible. 


A custodian, even though a 
member of the family and not 
compensated for his services, 
may, nevertheless, incur liablity 
for losses if they result from his 
bad faith, gross negligence, or his 
failure to maintain the standard 
of prudence in investing required 
by the Act. A custodian {(in- 
cluding in Illinois the donor if ac- 
ting in this capacity) may resign 
and appoint his successor without 
court approval. 

One of the advantages of the 
custodial arrangement is that in- 
come may be shifted from the 
high tax bracket of a donor to the 
lower bracket of @ minor. * 
However, if the minor has in- 
come from another source, a 
trust might be a__ better 
arrrangement since it can be a 
separate taxpayer, while the 
custodial arrangement cannot. 


When income from gift property 
is used to satisfy the legal 
obligation of any person to sup- 
port or maintain a minor, the in- 
come is taxed to that person. 
Thus, a minor’s father would be 
taxed “ith income used for the 
minor’s support, even though the 
gift was made by a distant 
relative.

‘Financial planning is needed despite inflation 


> By DIANA GUSTAVSON 
= “Although security is not 
in the nature of things, we 
invent strategies for out- 
witting fortune, and call 
them after their guiding 
‘deity = insurance, 

“> assurance, social security.” 

- Australian writer and 
feminist Germaine Greer 
was right about security not 
being a natural state of af- 
fairs. There’s nothing 

atural or secure about the 
lway hard-earned money 
‘disappears these days. 

With the price of our daily 
®bread losing all touch with 
i reality, it’s sometimes 
* -ifficult to contemplate long- 

range financial planning; 
getting through the day is 
tough enough. 

But time does vanish 
almost as fast as last week's 
paycheck, and sooner or 
later everyone must deal 
with retirement, disability, 
the death of a_ business 
partner, or providing for a 
family when the bread- 
winner’s no longer around. 

Life insurance and some of 
its cousins can make plan- 
ning for these events a 
nearly painless task. And, 
while each person will no 
“doubt »want to explore the 
many other financial plans 
‘available, a visit with a life 
‘insurance agent may help 
open presently unknown 
doors to a secure financial 
future. ° 

‘ Here’s how: 

If you bring home “your 
family’s only paycheck or 
provide a major portion of 
the income, any one of 
several life insurance 
policies may be critical to 
you in its traditional role — 
supporting your dependents 
if you die. Proceeds from a 
‘policy can provide an income 
for a specific number of 
years, or for life. 

You might decide to 
€armark a certain amount 
for child care, set some more 
aside for college education, 
or help replace tax deduc- 
“tions lost when a spouse dies. 
_ Equally impoortant, life 
insurance payments can 
help pay the sometimes- 
catastrophic expenses of a 
final illness, estate taxes'and 
other settlement costs. 

Your life insurance agent 
or lawyer will probably 
stress the importance of that 
last item — settlement costs. 
Under the law, when. certain 
‘éstate obligations aren’t 
met, the people you most 
want to protect may be left 
waiting or may even be 
deprived of a’ large part of 
the income you thought 
they'd receive. 

. Among the obligations that 
must be met are income, 
estate and inheritance taxes, 
administration costs, estate 
debts and obligations, and 
attorney’s fees. 

If the cash available for 
these expenses _ isn’t 
adequate, the executor of 
your estate will probably be 
foreced to sell your most 
marketable property to raise 
the funds. 

If you're married, you 
could reasonably expect to 
accumulate with your spouse 
a taxable estate of $200,000 to 
perhaps $500,000 by the time 
you reach your 60s. 

It wouldn’t be uncommon 
under current tax laws for 
the final settlement costs — 
excluding your mortgage — 
to total $75,000 or more. Life 
insurance can prevent your 
estate from being drained by 
delivering the quick cash 
your heirs will need to meet 
these obligations. 

There are several different 
types of life insurance and 
your agent. will want to 
explain what they offer and 
how they differ. Here are 
some of the policies you'll 
probably discuss: 

Term insurance — Often 
called ‘‘pure protection,” 
term insurance provides 
protection without ac- 
cumulating cash value. 

It may be especially at- 
tractive to younger persons, 
because it costs less than 
other forms of life in- 
surance; however, 
premiums increase as you 
grow older. 


Most term policies include 
a feature which permits you 
to switch from term 
coverage to ‘‘permanent 
coverage” without a medical 
exam. 

Whole or permanent life 
insurance — As its name 
implies, this coverage can 
provide protection for your 
whole life. It is a unique 
contract that provides a set 
amount of death protection 
— and other benefits — for a 
level annual premium that 
stays the same year after 
year. 

The other benefits include 
automatic premium loans 
that keep coverage in force 
even though a premium 
payment is missed, extended 
term insurance, ‘‘paid up” 
insurance features, 
relatively low interest policy 
loans, and cash values. 


If you’re among the 
growing number of 
Americans who own their 
own businesses. individually 
or with partners, business 
life insurance protection can 
also be invaluable. 
Insurance funds can keep the 
business dperating, pay 
estate taxes, liquidate a co- 
owner’s interest, or keep you 
going until a key employee is 
replaced. 

Several business life in- 
surance plans are available 
and can be tailored to meet 
the needs of businesses, 
large or small, owned in- 
dividually, or through ‘the 
business. Your agent can 
advise. you on which plan 
would best meet your par- 
ticular needs. 

Insurance is also a life 
saver if you become disabled 
by illness or a. serious ac- 
cident. If you're protected by 
a disability program, you 
can count on a guaranteed 
income as long as you can’t 
work. 

A disability income policy 
will pay a specified amount 
of money every month for 
the duration of the benefit 
period in your policy. And, 
by adding a waiver of 
premium benefit to a new 
life policy, the insurance 
company will pay your 
premium for you while 
you're disabled 

Another point to 
remeniber is that if you're 
disabled, you can count on a 
whole life insurance policy’s 
cash value to provide quick, 
relatively low-cost loans. 


Although being disabled 
can make you a questionable 
risk for a bank or loan 
company, you have a con- 
tractual right to borrow a life 
insurance policy’s cash 
value and the money is yours 
for the asking, usually at 
lower [rates than most len- 
ding institutions, 

However, if you should di 
before repaying the loan, the 
unpaid balance including the 
interest owed is. deducted 
from the face value) of the 
policy, 

You may also use the cash 
value as collateral for loans 
from banks or other lending 
institutions. 

While we've already 
covered most of the 
problems that can arise 
because of early death or a 
disabling injury, it’s nice to 
think that you'll live on to a 
ripe old age and enjoy some 
of what you’ve worked for. 

That's a real probability 
for most women, since they 
have a longer lifespan than 


men. But, they also risk 
outliving their income. 

Social Security can 
provide little more than a 
subsistence allowance and, 
to make ends meet, it could 
become necessary to use 
estate assets which should be 
left alone to help generate 
income. There is, however, a 
solution. 

For many people who don’t 
want to outline their 
resources nor dip into estate 

is . the 
ideal answer. Quite simply, 
annuities can guarantee an 
income for life, no matter 
how long that may be. There 
a also available with 
imum payment periods 

of varying durations. 

One of the two types of 
annuities, the fixed annuity, 
guarantees a specified in- 
come, paid in installments as 
long as you live. The other 
type, the variable annuity, 
pays income which varies in 
relation to the value of 
securities in which purchase 
payments are invested. 

Most people feel more 
secure with a balanced 
mixture of guaranteed and 
variable investments. 

Annuities aren't for 
everyone, but remember one 
point about them — if you 
own an annuity, it’s im- 
possible to outlive your in- 
vestment 

Once thought of as stodgy 
investments for the elder 
ric, annuities are now 
meeting tax planning and 
money management needs 
for many people. They are 
worth exploring. 

There are many more 
ways insurance can help you 
plan your future and, in 
doing so, give you a lot of 
peace of mind in the present 

‘One final thought: if you 
decide to call an insurance 
agent, calla good one. Likea 
good Stock broker or lawyer, 
an agent should be able to 
answer all your questions 
and offer suggestions which 
parallel your financial 
needs.

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Schermer familiar with local Area College’s needs 


-Quad-City area representation is dif- 
ficult to achieve on the Belleville Area 
College board due to the large size of the 
district and its focus on the Belleville area. 
Community College District 522 serves St. 
Clair, Monroe and Randolph counties and 
parts of Madison, Montgomery, Bond, 
Washington and Perry counties. As a 
result, local voters are far outnumbered. 

Voters throughout the district on April 12 
would do well to retain the services of 
Avery Schermer, a local businessman who 
is serving on the Board of ‘Trustees by 
appointment, having taken the place of 
Robert Harris. By concentrating their 
support on him, Quad-Cityans might 
succeed in continuing a local voice on the 
seven-member board. 


Schermer has taken an active part in 
BAC staffing and financial planning as 
well as familiarizing himself with other 
phases of the college program. Aware of 
deficit problems, he is working with the 
administration, board and citizens to seek 
ways of balancing the budget despite state 
failure to meet its original commitment of 
50 percent financing. 


A graduate of St. Louis University, he 
has taught there and has served on the 
board of McKendree College, Lebanon. 


Incumbent board members seeking re- 
election include Curt Eckert, a former 
Belleville Area College board chairman, 
and Elizabeth Jenner. 


BAC is facing a potentially large accumulated deficit * 


Following are excerpts from a report 
(submitted to Quad-City area citizens 
Thursday afternoon by Belleville Area 
College officials: 

It is not BAC policy to spend money just 
because it is there, or to ask for more 
money just because current practices use 
up all our resources. More does not 
necessarily equal better. 

If expenses“are cut by eliminating 
programs, the savings would be basically 
in reduced payroll through layoffs. This 
would be less productive than increasing 
efficiency; while costs would be 
eliminated, revenue from tuition and from 
state apportionment, state equalization 
and other state sources would also be lost 
as enrollment decreases. 


Income in other areas of the college also 
would be lost, because all students in the 
programs that would be cut are 
necessarily taking courses in other 
programs. For instance, if the nursing 
program were dropped, the biology 
department would feel a great loss in 
enrollment, as would English, psychology 
and other areas. 

‘There are no unnecessary programs. 
Each BAC program has been studied by 
the staff and board, has an advisory 
committee composed of district 
professionals if it is in a career area, and 
has been reviewed closely by the Illinois 
Community College Board. 

While suspending a program pending 
receipt of funds that can logically be ex- 
pected by a certain date may be a feasible 
alternative, entirely ending a needed 
program with no plan to reactivate it 
would be a change in the basic nature of 
the college. 


In the end, the same thing which would 
cause problems from efficiencies made 
through employee bargaining would cause 
problems through program cuts—teachers 
would be laid off. 

The key is to cut expenses by increasing 
efficiency. 

As in all schools, 80 percent of all our 
expenditures are in the area of salaries 
and benefits. Savings can come by 
rearranging class sizes and teacher loads 
in order to reduce payroll costs. 

The district is utilizing the firm of Ernst 
and Whinney to make recommendations 
for efficiencies in the administrative 
organization. 

The faculty is represented by a union. 
‘Those savings which can be made outside 
the union contract are already being put in 


motion by the administration; major 
savings must come from~ bargaining, 
which will resume this summer. 

About $300,000 can be saved by making 
changes in the contract. Payroll reduc- 
tions obviously mean some teacher 
layoffs. Layoffs by way of contract 
changes through bargaining could mean a 
high possibility of disruption and a 
possible temporary decrease in services to 
the district in order to pave the way for 
long-range gains. 


BAC receives 40 percent of its revenue 


from the state, 30 percent from local 
property taxes, 26 percent from tuition and 
4 percent from federal grants and in. 
cidental sources. 

The tuition of $14 a credit hour will in- 
crease to $16 this fall after being held at $5 
until 1973. The highest community college 
tuition in the state is $22.50 and the lowest 
$4.22. BAC tuition and fees are higher than 
21 of the 39 Illinois districts. 

Our operating tax rate is the seventh 
lowest of the 39 public college districts. 
BAC. operating taxes have not increased 
since the rate was established in 1967; total 
taxes paid to the college have decreased as 
building bonds have been paid. Federal 
funding of the Phase III campus building 
saved local taxpayers $2'% million 

BAC is the tenth lowest of the 39 in tax 
dollars behind each full-time equivalent 
student. How have we managed? BAC has 
received substantial equalization funding 
from the state, including an estimated 
$600,000 for 1980. The consumer price index 
has risen faster than’ total revenue per 
credit hour. 

How efficiently have we used our funds? 
Average net instructional cost per credit 
hour is $59.06, compared to $62.45 
statewide. Non-instructional costs have 
been kept low, varying from 22nd to 36th in 
the state in different support areas. 

BAC is experiencing financial difficulty 
because of one word—inflation. Cost in- 
creases of selected items in the past five 
years range from 25 to 150 percent. 

Revenue and expenditure imbalances 
are estimated at $122,158 in 1979-80, 
$144,713 in 1980-81, $373,913 in '82, $645,741 
in '83 and $964,736 in ’84, an accumulated 
deficit of $2,179,103. 

Changing instructional productivity, if 
BAC employees approve, could place our 
faculty in the top 25 percent in the state in 
productivity. Possible ways would include 
reducing the English class equation from 
1.3 6f a class to 1, or increasing class size 
from™20 to 25

New version of business 
license ordinance written 


By KEVIN ALLEN 
of the Press-Record 
After it was met with a 
backlash of public criticism 
and a veto by the mayor, 
Granite City’s controversial 
business license ordinance 
proposal is currently being 
redrafted by City Inspector 

Emerald Dawes. 

“We didn’t expect the kind 
of reaction we got,’’ Dawes 
said of the vetoed bill. ‘‘But 
we hope everyone will be 
satisfied with the new bill 
We took out a lot of the things 
people objected to in the first 
bill.” 

Dawes said he hoped to 
have a new proposal ready 
for the Tuesday, April 1, 
meeting of the council. “If 
not by Tuesday,” he said, 
“then we'll shoot for the next 
meeting.” 

Dawes drafted the original 
proposal, which was passed 
9-1 by the council March 19, 
But- when details of the 
proposal were made public, 
reaction was firmly opposed 
to the ordinance that would 
have established 660  dif- 
ferent fees for city 
businesses 

The main points of con- 
tention in the proposal were 
that the ordinance subjected 
many businesses to multiple 
fees. 

Critics also objected to the 
fact that the ordinance Would 
licnese wage earners as well 
as businesses, and that many 
of those who would be sub- 
ject to licensing under the 
proposal, such as nurses, 
were already licensed by the 
state. 

In explanation of his 
March 25 veto, Mayor Paul 
Schuler cited the in- 
flationary effects that im 
posing licensing fees on 
wage earners could produce 
before he requested Dawes to 
prepare the new ordinance 
proposal 

Contacted later, Schuler 
said he still believe: 
updated version of the ci 
current 60-year-old licensing 
ordinance is needed. “There 
are inequities in the current 
ordinance that need to be 
resolved,” the mayor Said 

‘‘Alderman Everett 
Morlen pointed out at the last 
meeting that now there's a 
fee for people who sell new 
furniture but none for 
someone selling used fur- 
niture. “That shows why we 
need the new ordinance.” 

huler said he didn’t 
think the bill would be ready 
for the next meeting of the 
council, but hoped discussion 
of the proposal wouldn’t be 
delayed long. “There isn’t a 
lot of time," Schuler said, “if 
we want to have the or- 
dinance in effect for this 
year (starting May 1). But 
the aldermen will have to 
decide that." 

The aldermen may be a 
little more deliberate in their 
consideration of the new 
proposal. Many of the ob- 
jectionable” sections of the 
vetoed bill passed through 
the council apparently un-

ue he could remember. 

“Many people who called 
were kids and older people 
who did part-time work,”’ 
Sodko said. ‘‘They were 
concerned about having to 
pay a fee for yard work and. : 
things like that.” 

Sodko said he 
congratulated the mayor for 
his decision to veto the bill, 
but said the new proposal 
should be carefully 
reworked, “I don't object to 
the city licensing 
businesses,” he said. “But I 
think three or four things 
need to be addressed by the 
new bill 

‘Among these issues, Sodko 
said the city should discuss 
its need for the licensing Fees 
and how the revenue 
generated from the, or- 
dinance would be used. * 

He also was concerned 
about how categories of 
businesses subjected to’ the 
fees would be determined, 
and about the cost of: en- 
forcing the ordinance. 

“The first proposal con- 
tained so many different fees 
that it would probably have 
cost the city more to enforce 
the ordinance than the 
amount of revenue brought 
in,"’ Sodko said 


Mayor Schuler said that in 
general he believes some 
sections of the vetoed «bill 
should be removed from any 
new proposal. In addition to 
the parts of the ordinance 
that affected wage earners, 
he said the “controversial 

tion that would have 
licensed pews reporters 
should be deleted. + 

Perhaps more than’ any 
other part of the ordinance, 
the proposal to license 
members of the press caused 
the most widespread 
reaction. Area newspapers 
alled 
the license a violation of 
First Amendment rights. 

“T don’t think reporters 

ould be, licensed,’”? Schuler 
said. “But I think 
néwspapers, at least” .the 
profit-making part of them, 
should be licensed. I think 
it's generally accepted: that 
most businesses should. be.”

Savings on school employee 
health insurance are sought 


If the [linois Association 
of School Boards achieves its 
latest goal, Illinois school 
boards will save local tax- 
payers as much :as $15 
million a year. 

“Our aim is to help school 
boards save 20 percent of the 
$75 million they now spend 
each year to previde em- 
ployee health ~~insurance,”” 
says IASB executive director 
Harold P. Seamon 

IASB is introducing an 
alternative way to pay for 
employce benefit programs, 
including self-insured health 
benefits costing 10 to 30 
percent less than current 
insurance premiums. The 
program is being marketed 
under the trade name 
AMICUS, Which is Latin for 
“friend.” 

“By pooling health benefit 
dollars in\a group trust, we 
can save an average of $100 
for every school employee in 
the state," Seamon said, 
adding that there are about 
150,000 eligible school em- 
ployees in Illinois 

“The savings for in- 
dividual districts will vary 
widely, depending upon a 
number of factor he 
explained. ‘Districts taking 
part in the program will pay 
for actual claims which 
our consultants tell us 
represent, on the average, 70 
percent of insurance 
premium costs — plus ad- 

rative expenses."
